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The steamship Glencree, which was built 
by Vickers (Ireland), Ltd., for the Alliance 
and Dublin. Consumers’ Gas Company, is now 
engaged in a regular coal-transport service 
between Dublin and Scotland. Early in 
December she was put on trial runs from 
Dublin to Ardrossan and back and also 
in Dublin Bay, and so well did she fulfil 
the expectations of her builders and the Gas 
Company that she was put on the service 
immediately. 

The Glencree was launched on September 
27th last in the yard of the Dublin Dock- 
yard Company, the proprietors of which are 
Messrs. Vickers (Ireland). Ltd., North Wall, 
Dublin. After that date work was begun 
on the installation of machinery and fittings, 
which were supplied by Messrs. Aitchison, 
Blair, Ltd., of Clydebank, and installed by 
the Dockyard Company. This work was 
completed by the end of November, and 
arrangements were made for the trial runs. 
During the latter the speed of the vessel was 
increased comfortably. 

The ship has a capacity of 481 tons; the 
length overall is 148 feet; the breadth 25 
feet 10 inches, while the depth is 12 feet 6 
inches. It is constructed of mild steel to 
the highest class of Lioyd’s; built under 
special survey and considerably strengthened 
in excess of Lloyd’s scantlings. She is of 
the long-raised quarter deck type, with 
machinery aft, and has large holds entirely 
free from obstruction, giving most’ efficient 
storage space. The cargo is worked through 
self-trimming hatches of large size, designed 
specially for quick loading and despatch. In 
order to ensure good trim the vessel is fitted 
with large ballast tanks in the forward parts. 

As far as the outfit is concerned, the. boat 
can compare with—and in certain respects is 
much superior to—ofher vessels of the same 
type. It possesses a steam windlass, a 
steam capstan, a steam steering gear, and 
is lit throughout by electric light. Even the 
hatches are provided with cargo clusters in 
order that those responsible for the loading 
and unloading of cargo will be able to work 
in the darkness. Excellent accommodation 
is provided for officers amidships, the engi- 
neers aft, and the crew forward. The de- 
signers have seen to it that the accommoda- 
tion in all parts of the ship is both spacious 
and comfortable. 

In the general design of the boat special 
regard was taken to provide for the diffi- 
culties encountered when negotiating the 
Camden Lock when entering the Ringsend 
Basin, Dublin. As she is built she is able to 
enter this lock on any tide that may be 
experienced. She is fitted with triple ex- 
pansion engifies, having cylinders 15}, 25, 38 
inch diameter by a 27 inch stroke, supplied 
with steam from an extra large Marine type 
boiler, having a working pressure of 200 
pounds per square inch. During the building 
the vessel had been under the superintendence 
of Mr. D. R. Anthony, Consulting Engineer. 

The naming ceremony was performed by 
Mrs. W. J. Grey, wife of the General Manager 
of the Alliance and Dublin Consumers’ Gas 
Company.

CLARE MEDICAL 
OFFICER 
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THREAT OF MANDAMUS 
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From OUR CoRRESPONDENT. 


ENNIS, Tuesday. 

At yesterday's meeting of the County Clare 
Board of Health, Mr. John Fahy, Co.Cy 
(chairmah), “presiding, a letter was read 
from the Minister for Local Government state 
ing that care should be taken to make pra 
vision in the financial estimate for 1935-36 for 
the cost of a County Medical Officer of Health, 
at a cost representing a rate of one 
penny in the £ on the rateable valuation of 
Clare, including the urban. districts. 

The chairman said that he had never sup- 
ported the appointment of a County Medical 
Officer, and he never would. ’ 

Mr. Sean Hayes said that the powers of the 
board appeared to be nil as far as this ap- 
pointment was concerned. Mr. P. O’Grady 
said that it was the poor people who were 
demanding the appointment of a Count 
Medical Officer of Health because their healt 
was impaired by existing conditions. 

he chairman said that the reduction in 
the rates that they anticipated as a 
result of” the cessation of the baronial 
guarantees in connection with the 
West Clare Railway would now be 
swallowed up by this new appointment. Mr. 
M. McMahon said that the board could not 
ignore the law. 

Mr. O’Grady—The people have rigsts, and 
at a last election, if they so wish, they 
can elect a Government pledged to repeal 
the Act which makes this appointment obli- 
gatory. 

Mr. Brady—And pending a general election, 
have the people any right to criticise the 
Government? Does it thean that once a day 
every five years the people register their 
votes, and then have to shut their mouths for 
a further period of five years’ Is it sug- 
gested that, because we voted for the present 
tovernment, we have no right to: criticise 
them ? , 

Mr. McMahon—The Government want to 
act in the best interests of the people, and I 
believe that they are doing that. 

Chairman—I propose that we delete this 
sum of £1,560 from the estimate and again 
disapprove of the appointment of a County 
Medical Officer of Health. In that way we 
may be able to prolong the question for 
another year. In ‘ides that I believe that I 
am carrying out the wishes of the people who 
elected us to represent the county. 

Mr. P .O’Loughlin seconded. 

Mr. McMahon proposed as an amendment 
that the sum mentioned be adopted in the 
estimate. Mr. O’Grady seconded. 

On a division Mr. McMahon's amendment 
was defeated by eight votes to two. An 
order was then made deleting from the esti- 
mate the sum of £1,360 for the County Medi- 
cal Officer of Health system. 

In connection with the same subject the 
Clare County Council has received a letter 
from the Minister for Local Government 
stating that ‘‘ the Ministe- cannot permit any 
further procrastinatio: on the part of the 
Clare County Council. He must, therefore, 
ask that a speciale meeting of the Council 
shall be summoned to consider the appoint- 
ment of a County Medical Officer of Health, 
who shall act as Schools Medical Officer. for 
the county, and to fix the remuneration for 
the position, which should not be less than 
£800 per annum, with vouched travelling ex- 
pane The Minister desires to warn the 
ouncil that in the event of further default 
on their part in carrying out their legal dut 
in this matter he may be compelled to insti- 
tute proceedings by way of mandamus, and 
to name as special défendants the members 
of the Council who render such proceedings 
necessary.” 

The Minister’s letter will be considered by 
the Council at a meeting to be held on Mon- 
day next.
